Good Business Reported by Most 
Exhibitors at B.I.F. 


By Our Industrial Correspondent : 


HEN THE DOORS of the 34th British Industries Fair and the first to be held entirely under 
Wie aegis of private enterprise closed in London and Birmingham at 4 p.m. yesterday, there 

was a general feeling that the event had been a success. Although attendance figures were 
not so high for some sections as in previous years, exhibitors as a whole reported plenty of ‘hard’ 
inquiries and, in some cases, more firm orders than previously. 

The Fair has been visited by the Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh, and members of the Royal 
Family, by representatives of foreign Embassies in this country, and by Ministers and other Govern- 
ment officials. ‘The public have been admitted every afternoon, and at Olympia, the Fair was kept 
open until 9 p.m. on Friday, May 6, and on Wednesday, May 11, to encourage public attendance. 

At the time of going to press, it is not possible to finalize the results of the Fair as a whole in terms 
of attendance and business transacted, but the survey that follows is made up of impressions 
gathered at Castle Bromwich and Olympia during the first week and the early part of the second. 





Castle Bromwich 








Three important factors emerged from the business done at Castle Bromwich during the first 
week which is usually the slowest week there. These were that many firms came to the Fair with 
order books already full and half hoping that they could spread orders over the year rather than 
receive a peak demand immediately ; there appeared also to be a growing anxiety among firms making 
small articles from steel because of a scarcity of this commodity developing, and (more local in its 
effect) a shortage of factory labour in the Midlands. 


In the hardware section a fourth factor was apparent from the moment the Fair opened. This 


was the greatly increased home demand for all types of household goods. In the first week alone 
buyers came from 650 towns and cities in this country and at any time during the week three times 
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as many people were to be seen in the aisles of the hardware section 
than in the other three sections. 


There have been remarkably few complaints from exhibitors. 
There was general satisfaction that the overseas buyers, although 
rather fewer than of recent years, were making the type of hard 
inquiry that the manufacturer likes - it means steady business for 
the rest of the year. As had been anticipated, the strongest contingents 
of overseas buyers came from India, Pakistan, Australasia, Holland, 
the Irish Republic and the Scandinavian countries, in that order. 

The engineering section reported steady inquiries from overseas, 
emphasizing the fact that capital requirements abroad are still heavy 
and likely to provide this country with work in this field for a long 
time to come. One firm had 39 inquiries from 32 countries, and a 
firm in the building section received 129 inquiries from overseas in 
the first week. Generally, however, overseas interest in the building 
section exhibits was a little below normal. However, the building 
trade as a whole remains prosperous, and the section was in a confident 
mood, although a steel shortage was said to be reflected in the lengthen- 
ing of delivery dates. 

At least one of the exhibitors announced that they were well able 
to meet German competition, and surprisingly little has been heard 
on this subject — certainly less than last year. 


Quality Again a Factor 


One factor that has been helping British trade is the quality 
consciousness again being shown by overseas markets — a conscious- 
ness only now returning to its pre-war level. 

On the whole, the Birmingham section considered itself fortunate in 
attracting a good crop of direct orders during the first week. The 
usual slow start seemed to mark the opening days, but by Thursday 
business, and good business, was being done. 

Almost lost amid the clamant features of this enormous trade fair 
is the fact that the Castle Bromwich section is still performing for 
industry one of its happiest services —a starting point for the very 
young firm. There are in the Midlands today many large and pros- 
perous businesses which owed their initial success to showing their 
products on a modest stand at the B.I.F. That process continues. 
Here and there among the great variety of stands was someone with a 
bright idea showing it to trade buyers for the first time. Not all 
‘catch on’, of course, but each year a heartening number of them 
succeed. 

One example this year had its origin in an exhibitor who had to 
stand for weary hours on a holiday journey. Out of this experience he 
produced a cheap but effective folding tubular chair. He sold 500 of 
them in the first week, and was negotiating with an Australian buyer 
from Sydney who wants to open a factory there to produce them under 
licence. Inquiries already made lead this newly established firm to 
believe that orders totalling some 5,000 chairs may be expected. 

Another ‘bright idea’ came from a Birmingham firm who have 
produced an amalgam of resin and powdered metal which can be 
ironed into dents in a car body, enabling a complete repair to be 
effected at home. The idea is being marketed by an independent 
company and a buyer from Finland ordered 10,000 sticks of the 
amalgam on sight. 


Put Export Orders First 


Such stories as these could be multiplied in every section at Castle 
Bromwich; and the general impression was that trade was in a very 
healthy condition. Two speakers at the official luncheons exhorted 
manufacturers to put exports first, One speaker advocated that 
firms should fill all order books overseas before providing for the 
home market, if need be lifting the overseas orders from the bottom 
of the list to the top. It was, perhaps, significant that this remark 
gained applause and approval from those present. 

There is no doubt that the first impressions gained by visitors of 
all types have been that Castle Bromwich this year was distinguished 


~ its presentation of goods and the high quality of the exhibits on 
show. 








Olympia 


In nearly all the sections at Olympia there was an air of optimism 
from the time of opening. There were in fact a few exhibitors who

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reported taking more orders in one day than in the whole of the 
fortnight during previous years. Others, while reluctant to commit 
themselves about forthcoming orders, said they had been agreeably 
surprised with the results of the first few days.

A trade delegation from the U.S.S.R. was active at Olympia. 
Accompanied by a woman interpreter, they had their own technique 
for placing orders. They visited stands, took pamphlets, and in the 
textile section particularly, carried off samples and cuttings. Away 
from the Fair, they discussed the pros and cons, and paid a second 
visit to get further details. It was not until their third visit that they 
placed orders, and these had been planned to the final details, thereby 
saving exhibitors a great deal of trouble. At a stand in the furnishing 
section they bought 12 convertible table beds. They inspected what 
is claimed to be the smallest organ in the world, which was on view 
in the musical instruments section, and said that it was particularly 
suitable for Russian music. The exhibitor was expecting to receive 
an order. Another stand holder in the textile section, who supplied 
literature and samples, was later negotiating with the delegation about 
placing orders. 


Good Reports from Most Sections 


Generally speaking, there were good reports from most sections 
and many exhibitors reported favourably on the orders and inquiries 
they had received. This was especially noticeable in the floor coverings 
section, where Persian buyers placed orders totalling some £15,000. 
Indian buyers spent £4,000 at one stand, and a Canadian buyer 
placed an order for £5,000. A manufacturer of carpets received a 
£4,000 order soon after the Fair opened, and reported further good 
business with more promises of orders to come. 

The plastics section also reported a very busy period. One exhibitor 
of plastics material for curtaining remarked that he ‘had been rushed 
off his feet’ and could not take any more orders at present. 


Stands showing office equipment, filing cabinets, adding and 
duplicating machines, reported that they had been very busy dealing 
with overseas inquiries. A great deal of overseas interest was shown 
in British office equipment generally, and Australian and New Zealand 
buyers promised ‘follow up’ orders. 

An exhibitor of umbrellas said at the end of the first week that he 
could not take any more orders, as he had been ‘flooded.’ His estimate 
of total orders was in the region of £300,000. This maker said ‘We 
always do well at the B.I.F.’ 


In the piano section ‘sold out’ notices were put up on two stands 
within two days of each other. Each exhibitor had sold every piano 
on the stand to buyers from Auckland, New Zealand. The amount 
of the orders totalled well over £15,000. One of the New Zealand 
buyers also quadrupled his first order. 

In the sports goods section, two American buyers flew in 
from New York soon after the Fair opened, with only 30 minutes 
to spare before catching their return plane. They placed an order 
for ice skates to the value of £150,000. ‘We keep coming back 
to the B.I.F.’ said one of them, ‘because there is such a demand 
for these ice skates in America. We find that these skates with 
British blades of Sheffield steel are the finest in the world.’ 


Exhibitors in the toy section reported ‘plenty of orders from both 
home and overseas’. A firm making fireworks said they were ‘very satis- 
fied’ with inquiries from overseas. A representative on the stand showing 
working scale electrical models of motor cars used the word ‘pheno- 
menal’ in describing results. “We are more than pleased with our 
success here’, he said. “We have been busy ever since the Fair opened 
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and can hardly cope with any more orders. We shall be delighted to 
come back next year’. Another exhibitor in this section said his firm 
had done better than they had expected. 


Boats and Marine Equipment 


Buyers from overseas were especially interested in folding boats 
shown at the Fair for the first time. These are made from polyester 
resin and can be carried in two bags after dismantling. A Spanish 
buyer placed an order for 12, two were sold to Canada and one to 
America. Inquiries were received also from New Zealand, Australia 
and Pakistan. 

Orders worth £6,000 were taken early in the Fair by a firm showing 
marine radio telephones. One overseas buyer at this stand said that 
the equipment shown was of excellent quality, and the prices and 
delivery dates quoted were more than comparable with overseas 
firms making similar products. 

In the fancy goods section some exhibitors were showing for the 
first time. At one stand there were crowds all day watching demonstra- 
tions of a ‘jewel setting’ machine for putting rhinestones into ladies’ 
wearing apparel. Soon after opening the exhibitor had to send for 
three more assistants. He reported ‘wonderful business’. 

“We have had inquiries from all over the world’ said a London 
manufacturer of novelties. To support this claim he displayed a list of 
the countries represented by the overseas buyers who had visited 
the stand. The areas shown covered the alphabet from Alaska to 
Washington. ‘We are doing very well,’ this exhibitor added. 

An early visitor at Olympia was the couturier, Monsieur Christian 
Dior. He came to see the textile display and his general impression 
was ‘very gay and lively, displaying to the full the striking develop- 
ment in Britain of textiles, and man-made fibres in particular’. 
Passing a colourful display of fine porcelain and china shown by a 
firm from Derby, he was so intrigued by a set of hand-painted china- 
handled cutlery that he purchased it to take back with him to Paris. 


Instrument Industries Exhibition

Association and the Scientific Instrument Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of Great Britain. 

Experienced technicians will be in attendance to demonstrate how 
the many and various exhibits may assist research, contribute to 
optimum working conditions, and reduce costs. Special arrangements 
are being made for the large number of overseas visitors expected.

Import Quotas During the Second 
Half of 1955 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that no changes (other than those 
required for seasonal reasons) are being made in the value of the global 
import quotas for the second half of 1955 for goods (other than paper, 
board and paper making materials) still subject to the import restric- 
tions imposed in November 1951 and March 1952. These quotas 
apply only to goods imported from certain non-dollar non-sterling 
countries principally in Western Europe. The definitions of the 
goods covered by quota are also being left unchanged except in so far 
as the recent announcement adding plain glass beads to Open General 
Licence alters the category of Imitation Jewellery which formerly 
included them. The import quotas for paper, board and paper making 
materials were announced on April 30. 


A number of imports from these sources, not previously covered 
by global quota but subject to individual licensing or licensed under 
quotas agreed in bilateral Trade Agreements, have, however, been 
added to the Open General Licence. These include most of the iron 
and steel products formerly subject to individual licence, calcium 
super-phosphate and other phosphatic fertilizers, hops, certain 
chemicals, some minor items of machinery and a number of other 
items, mostly of minor importance. 


In the light of these and earlier additions to the Open General 
Licence, the United Kingdom has now complied with the O.E.E.C. 
requirement that 10 per cent. of the trade still restricted on June 30, 
1954, should be liberalized by June 30, 1955. 


Full details are given in the relevant Notices to Importers 
on pages 1048-1050. 


Tendering Arrangements 
for Copper 


THE Board of Trade announce that they invite tenders for the sale of 
15,000 tons of electrolytic copper for pricing and delivery over 
five months beginning in June.

This quantity forms parts of the unsold balance (about 28,000 tons) 
of the 45,000 tons of electrolytic copper, the impending sale of which 
was announced by the Board of Trade on April 13.

Note: When the decision to sell the 45,000 tons of electrolytic 
copper was announced on April 13, it was stated that arrangements 
had already been made for the sale of part and that the method of 
disposing of the balance was being discussed with the trade. The 
present Notice indicates the arrangements decided upon for the sale 
of part of this balance. 


Promoting Peaceful Uses of Atomic 
Energy 


THE UNITED KINGDOM Atomic Energy Authority and the French 
Atomic Energy Commission have recently concluded an agreement 
for the exchange of unclassified information between the two 
organizations on a range of subjects. 

The United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority will furthermore 
help the French Atomic Energy Commission by giving advice and 
by supplying experimental quantities of various materials. 

The purpose of the agreement is to promote and develop the 
peaceful uses of atomic energy in the two countries in conformity 
with the movement for international co-operation in the field of 
atomic energy on a world-wide scale.

Good Start to Britain’s Tourist 
Season 


MorE TOURISTS came to Britain in the off-season months of January, 
February and March than in any previous first quarter of the year, it 
is stated by the British Travel and Holidays Association. During these 
three months there were 111,721 overseas visitors to Britain, compared 
with 97,488 in the corresponding period of 1954-an increase of 
15 per cent. This was the first time that the 100,000 mark had been 
passed so early in the year. 

The 56,080 visitors from European countries, representing an 
increase of 21 per cent. over last year’s total of 46,477, came principally 
from France, Holland and Germany. The greatest percentage increase 
in visitors from any country was shown by Germany, with 42 per 
cent. — 9,476 compared with 6,667. 

Visitors from the United States numbered 18,906 against 16,020 
in the first quarter of last year — an increase of 18 per cent. Common- 
wealth arrivals are estimated to have totalled 31,000. 

In March alone, 45,372 overseas visitors came to Britain, an increase 
of 11 per cent. over the total of 40,962 for March 1954. 

Last year Britain attracted 900,000 overseas visitors, and the Associa- 


tion believes that this year there is a good chance of reaching the 
million mark for the first time. 
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Exporters Should Use Services 
of E.C.G.D. 


THE CHAIRMAN of the Council of the Institute of Export, Mr. J. P. 
Ford, speaking at the Institute’s annual general meeting in London 
on May 4, spoke of the facilities offered by the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department to British manufacturers. 

Mr. Ford said that on two essential sales factors, those of quality 
and credit, he believed that we were in a strong position. The 
traditional high quality of British goods was being maintained and 
accepted by our overseas customers, and exporters who used the 
facilities of the Export Credits Guarantee Department were being 
enabled to offer periods of credit which compared very favourably 
with those offered by foreign competitors, 

The fact, however, that only 17 per cent. of Britain’s export 
turnover was insured with the Export Credits Guarantee Department 
showed that far too few British manufacturers were prepared to face 
export difficulties which might confront them in certain markets 
(where the risk could be minimized by insurance with E.C.G.D.). 
Surely it was the national duty of every manufacturer to endeavour 
continuously to increase his export turnover even if this involved 
‘chancing his arm’ in some of the more difficult markets — but where, 
by using E.C.G.D., the only risk he would face would be his own 
profit margin.

Census of Production for 1956 


‘Tue Census of Production to be taken in 1957 for the year 1956 wil’ 
be a simplified census taken on a sample basis, similar to the Census 
for 1955. This decision has been made after consultation with the 
Census of Production Advisory Committee and is in accordance with 
the programme of censuses recommended by the ‘Verdon Smith’ 
Committee on the Censuses of Production and Distribution (see 
Cmd. 9276 of October 26, 1954). 

The statutory form of return for the larger establishments will be 
a simplified one and the questions to be covered will be identical to 
those asked for the 1955 census. 

Smaller firms with fewer than 11 employees will be required to 
state only the nature of their business and the number of persons 
employed, except in a few trades in which, because of their importance 
they will be asked a few additional questions, as for the Census for 
1955. 

The trades covered by the 1956 Census will be the same as those 
included in the 1955 Census, i.e. mining and quarrying, the manu- 
facturing trades, building and contracting, and gas, electricity and 
water. 

The method of sampling will be similar to that used for the 1955 
Census. A stratified sample will be selected for each trade or group of 
trades, the sampling fractions being varied according to the number 
of establishments in the trade and their size distribution. Only a 
proportion of establishments, as in 1955, therefore, will be required 
to make returns. 

Firms that are selected for inclusion in the sample will be advised 
in the autumn of 1955; they will be sent an advance copy of the form 
to enable them to arrange their records accordingly. 


Cast Iron Scrap Prices 


THE MINISTER OF SUPPLY, Mr. Reginald Maudling, after consulta- 
tion with the Iron and Steel Board, has made an Order increasing 
the controlled prices of cast iron scrap in most areas. 

The increases were designed to encourage the movement of cast 
iron scrap between areas of surplus and areas of shortage and had 
been agreed with the British Iron and Steel Federation, the Joint 
Iron Council and the National Federation of Scrap Iron, Steel and 
Metal Merchants. 

The Order, the Iron and Steel Scrap (Amendment No. 1) Order, 
1955, came into effect on May 9. Copies can be obtained from H.M.

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Accounts of the National Film 
Finance Corporation 


THE ANNUAL REPORT and statement of accounts of the National 
Film Finance Corporation for the year ended March 31 were published 
as a White Paper* on May 6. 


The report states that there has been no significant change in the 
pattern or policy of the Corporation’s lending compared with that for 
the year to March 31, 1954. The major development concerned 
British Lion Film Corporation Limited (‘the old British Lion com- 
pany’) and culminated in the formation of British Lion Films Limited 
(‘the new British Lion company’), now a wholly owned subsidiary 
of the Corporation.

Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


Wednesday, May 4 


Short-Time Working in The Cotton Mills 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, said 
he was aware there was some short-time working in the cotton mills 
in the Oldham area; it affected a relatively small number of mills and 
a small part of the total cotton labour force in the area. Two mills, 
which had employed about 150 workers, had closed since January. 


Imports of Women’s Clothing from Hungary 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
was asked what import licences had been granted for the purpose of 
bringing in coats and dresses from Eastern European countries; if 
he was aware that one London firm had bought the entire quota of 
cotton dresses, sun dresses and play suits from Hungary at prices 
which were competitive with British products; and what reciprocal 
exports of women’s clothing had been made to Hungary or other East 
European countries. 

The President replied that he was aware that one London company 
held the bulk of the licences to import women’s clothing from 
Hungary. Since September 1, 1954, licences had been issued under 
the current Hungarian Trade Agreement for imports of women’s 
clothing to a value of £28,506, but none in respect of other Eastern 
European countries. During the same period exports of women’s 
clothing to Eastern Europe amounted to about £2,000. 


The current Trade Agreement with Hungary did not specify a 
figure for exports of women’s clothing, but it did provide for the 
licensing of exports of textile fibres and manufactures to a total of 
over £2,400,000, as well as substantial amounts of chemicals, metal 
goods, machinery, vehicles, scientific instruments and electrical 
equipment. 


Thursday, May 5 
Bankruptcies Since 1951 


The President gave the number of bankruptcies in 1951 and each 
subsequent year as 1,816, 2,043, 2,222 and 2,176. 


Industrial Building 


Compared with the previous year, it was stated in the Official 
Report, the area of industrial building granted location approval 
in 1954 showed an increase of 94 per cent. in Scotland and of 87 per 
cent. in England. The corresponding figures for industrial building 
started were 25 per cent. and 47 per cent. and for industrial building 
completed, a decrease of 7°6 per cent. and an increase of 25 per cent. 

According to the latest information, the Scottish share of industrial 
building begun in Great Britain was 6°9 per cent. in 1952, 7-4 per 
cent. in 1953 and 6-4 per cent. in 1954. 


Marking of Imported Goods 


Asked if he would now give a decision about the withdrawal of the 
option under the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, which allowed 
imported goods, which were required to be marked, to bear the words 
Foreign or Empire, instead of the name of the country of origin, the 
President said he was considering the views of Commonwealth and 
Colonial Governments on this matter. 


G.A.T.T. and Horticultural Industry 


The President told a questioner that no amendments had been 
made to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade which had 
particular reference to horticulture. It would be recalled, however, 
that under a waiver which he obtained in 1953, and which had now 
been somewhat extended, he was able, after appropriate inquiry, to 
introduce a number of tariff increases of benefit to the horticultural 
industry. 


Furniture Industry Deputation 


A deputation from the British Furniture Trade Joint Industrial 
Council was received by the Board of Trade the previous Monday, 
the President stated. Their representations that the recession in the 
furniture trade was due to the hire-purchase restrictions were being 
urgently considered. 


Imports Under Mutual Security Act 


The Secretary to the Treasury was asked whether he would make 
a statement in regard to the further negotiations with the United 
States authorities for a programme of imports of surplus commodities 
under the United States Mutual Security Act and Public Law 480; 
and to what extent the 50 per cent. shipping requirement would 
apply to such transactions. 

Sir Edward Boyle replied that agreement had been reached on a 
programme under the Mutual Security Act amounting to $73-9 
million, to be financed from the United States appropriations for 
1954-55. The following was the composition of the programme:

There would be no purchases of canned grapefruit, grapefruit 
juice or single-strength orange juice. The import of oranges would 
be confined to the period between now and October 31; and of lemons 
and grapefruit between now and September 30. Import licences for 
the apples and prunes were issued in January last in anticipation of 
their inclusion in this programme. 


The sterling proceeds of this programme would be used mainly 
to give aid to the United Kingdom defence effort, but an amount not 
exceeding $13-7 million would be used by the United States to 
purchase military equipment in the United Kingdom for use in 
giving aid to third countries. 


Negotiations were in progress about an arrangement under which 
the Government would agree to import $15 million of United States 
tobacco under Public Law 480, the proceeds of which would be 
appropriated to the United Kingdom defence budget. The United 
Kingdom Government for their part would undertake to provide 
houses for United States Service personnel in this country at an 
equivalent cost. These houses would be let to the United States 
authorities at a nominal rent for so long as they were required but 
would remain the property of the United Kingdom Government. 
This would be a special measure to help to meet the United States 
military needs. The tobacco would help to build up the working stocks 
of our manufacturers to a more satisfactory level. 

As regards the last part of the question, the United Kingdom 
Government remained strongly opposed to all forms of flag dis- 
crimination and had been at pains to make their position on this clear 
to the United States Government. They had, however, recognized 
that the requirement that 50 per cent. of any goods imported from 
the United States which represented aid must be moved in United 
States ships was one of the conditions on which aid could be granted 
under United States law. The United Kingdom could accept this 
requirement only where the transaction in question contained an 
element of aid and was one in which the United Kingdom had an 
interest. They had declined certain further commodities offered to 
the United Kingdom under Public Law 480 on the condition that 
the sterling proceeds would be expended by the United States on 
purposes other than the provision of aid to the United Kingdom or 
to other countries.

Imports of Imitation Jewellery 


IN PARAGRAPH 10 (d) of Notice to Importers No. 733, which 
describes the arrangements for the import in the second half of 1955 
of certain goods removed from Open General Licence in November 
1951 and March 1952, it was announced that the arrangements for 
the import of imitation jewellery and parts would be notified separately. 
These are now set out in Notice to Importers No. 734 below. 

2. Amended description: Following the addition of certain 
uncoloured glass beads to the Open General Licence, which was 
announced in Notice to Importers No. 725, the list of goods covered 
by the quota has been amended to read:

Artificial pearls, not mounted, set or strung. 

Beads and bead trimmings and articles manufactured from 
beads; but not including beads made of glass, including 
frosted and alabaster glass, not otherwise coloured, not 
faceted and not treated with pearl essence.

Instruc- 
tions for making returns will be issued together with licences. 

Applications should be made on Form I.L.B./A and sent to the Board 
of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 43 Marsham Street, London, 
S.W.1. Page 1 should be completed in full and on page 3 and following 
pages the applicant’s Name and Full Postal Address, Applicant’s 
Reference Number and the Description ‘Potatoes, fresh, other than 
seed potatoes,’ should be filled in. 

Licences will be valid for imports up to June 30, 1955, but traders 
are warned that imports will be permitted only of a limited quantity and 
therefore it may be necessary to revoke the Open Individual Licences 
before that date without previous notice. If licences are revoked 
goods in transit will, of course, be admitted. 

All imports will be subject to the requirements of Orders made by 
the Departments of Agriculture under the Destructive Insects and 
Pests Acts.

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Volume of United Kingdom Imports and Exports 
in First Quarter of 1955 


IN THE ACCOMPANYING TABLES the series of index numbers of 
the volume of United Kingdom external trade, which are computed 
by revaluing trade at 1950 prices and comparing the totals as revalued 
with the actual value of trade in the corresponding goods in 1950, 
are brought up to the first quarter of 1955. 

The volume index numbers reflect changes in the value of trade 
after eliminating the effect of price changes, while the average value 
index numbers show what effect changes in prices between the average 
for 1950 and the first quarter of 1955 would have on the actual trade 
recorded in the first quarter of 1955; the average value index numbers 
for successive periods do not measure the price changes of a fixed 
selection of imports and exports, as do the index numbers of import 
and export prices (see Board of Trade Journal of March 26 and April 
30, 1955), but show the change in the average prices since 1950 of 
the goods actually imported or exported in each period — they are 
thus influenced by changes in the proportions of various types of 
commodities imported or exported as well as by price changes. 


As was pointed out in an article reviewing trade in the first 
quarter of 1955 (Board of Trade Journal April 30, 1955 page 945) 
the trade figures for the fourth quarter of 1954 and the first quarter 
of 1955 were affected by the dock strike in October last; the increase 
in the volume of exports from 104 (1950=100) to 116 in particular 
should be interpreted with this qualification in mind. A more signifi- 
cant indication of the trend of exports is obtained by comparing the 
six-months ending March 1955 with the corresponding six months a 
year earlier; on this basis the increase in volume was between 5 and 
6 per cent., compared with an increase of 3 per cent. in value, the 
difference being accounted for by a fall of two to three points in the 
average value index. The decline in the average value index was at 
variance with the export price index, relating to a fixed selection of 
exports representative of trade in the whole year 1954, which was 
virtually unchanged; it may be concluded that a larger proportion of

our exports in the latter period was accounted for by goods which 
had risen less in price than the average since 1950, for example, 
chemicals which were 8 per cent. of the total in October 1954 to 
March, 1955 against 7 per cent. a year earlier, while the proportion 
made up by goods where the increase in price was greater than average 
had fallen. 


The volume of imports in the first quarter, 1955, which was not 
significantly inflated by the dislocation caused by the dock strike, 
showed a rise of 15 per cent. compared with the first quarter, 1954. 
The corresponding rise in the value of imports was over 22 per cent. 
the difference being due to higher prices, notably among foodstuffs 
where rises in tea, coffee, cocoa and meat were prominent. All classes 
of imports shared in the rise in volume. 


The index numbers of trade with the dollar and sterling areas which 
are now available for the year 1954, as shown in tables 1, 2 and 3, 
indicate that, although the volume of United Kingdom exports in 
total rose by 6 per cent. between 1953 and 1954, there was a decline 
of 5 per cent. for the dollar area, although a marked recovery in the 
fourth quarter restored the index to the level of the peak in the second 
quarter 1953. The volume of imports from the dollar area on the other 
hand was slightly higher in 1954 than in the previous year and showed 
a sharp upward movement towards the end of the year. The terms 
of trade with the dollar area were slightly more favourable in 1954 
than in 1953 but this movement was more than offset by a deterioration 
with the rest of the world. 


Gold and Dollar Reserves 


THE GOLD AND DOLLAR reserves rose by $19 million during April 
and stood at $2,686 million on April 30. 

Defence aid received from the United States during the month 
is estimated at $17 million; $13 million was received in gold or 
dollars from the European Payments Union in respect of March and 
$2 million was paid to the creditors of the Union in bilateral settle- 
ments. 

On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom 
had a surplus of £22 million with the European Payments Union, 
which will fall to be settled in May, as to 50 per cent. in gold or 
dollars and as to 50 per cent. by reduction of debt to the Union.

TOWN OF DUNDAS 
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Seasonal Rise in Retail Sales in March 


ACCORDING TO THE RESULTS reported to the Board of Trade 
by the sample of contributing retailers, retail sales of non-food 
merchandise in March showed their expected seasonal expansion 
which, for this year, was rather more marked than in 1954. In both 
years Easter fell in the April period but the earlier incidence of Easter 
this year, with a consequent earlier beginning of pre-Easter buying, 
may well have, in part, brought about this good result. 

Very good results in sales of clothing and footwear were experienced 
in March by all types of retailer —large scale retailers reporting an 
increase of 10 per cent. and independent retailers of 6 per cent. as 
compared with March 1954 - encouraging increases after the some- 
what disappointing results recorded in February. 

Sales of household goods showed a seasonal increase but the 
increases as compared with March 1954 were, however, somewhat 
lower than has been the case in recent months, 

Sales of food and perishables - reported only by large scale re- 
tailers —- were some 7 per cent. higher than in March 1954 and a 
little above their level in February this year. 


Clothing and Footwear 


Appreciable increases as compared with March 1954 were reported 
for sales of women’s and children’s wear by all types of retailers, 
the largest increases being recorded for multiple shops and co- 
operative societies; department stores reported a smaller increase. 
For independent retailers the increase reported (7 per cent.) was 
higher than for many months past and brought their cumulative sales 
for February and March to some 3 per cent. above the corresponding 
period last year. Sales in the sub-categories reported by some large 
scale retailers generally reflected the higher sales trend. Only dress 
materials failed to show an increase over March 1954 results and the 
increase recorded for sales of women’s stockings and socks was small. 

In sales of men’s and boys’ wear all round increases of significant 
dimensions were also recorded. 

Sales of footwear showed their expected seasonal increases over 
February’s levels but as compared with a year ago the increases 
reported were fairly small — independent retailers reported a small 
decrease. 

Stocks of clothing and footwear — reported only by some large 
scale retailers —- increased over the month, as is customary, but the 
increase was somewhat smaller than in 1954 and stocks at the end of 
March were only about 4 per cent. higher than at the end of March 
1954; this compares with a large increase of some 10 per cent. in 
stocks at the end of February in 1955 as compared with 1954. It 
would appear that the large retailers reporting stocks began their 
buying for the spring selling period somewhat earlier this year. 


Household Goods 


While the sales of household goods in March were substantially 
higher (about 13-14 per cent.) than in March 1954 the increase 
recorded was rather smaller than for some months past. This feature 
appears to be largely due to the unfavourable experience of multiple 
shops whose sales in March 1955 of household goods were below 
those recorded for March 1954 — an experience at variance with that 
of the other types of retailers, for which substantial increases were 
recorded. Co-operative societies, in particular, continued to show 
striking increases in sales of household goods. 


Separate figures for the sales of furniture and furnishings are not 
available for co-operative societies and in the other sectors experience 
was mixed. For department stores the increase in sales as compared 
with the corresponding month a year ago was in March about the 
same as the increases which have been recorded for some months 
past. The sales of independent retailers also showed an increase as 
compared with March 1954, but their increase, though appreciable 
at 6 per cent., was somewhat lower than the increases recorded for 
previous months. The sales of furniture and furnishings by multiple 
shops in March 1955 were, however, some 10 per cent. lower than in 
March 1954, a decrease at variance with increases shown for many 
months past over the corresponding period a year ago. This result 
should not be regarded as necessarily typical of the general experience 
of multiple shops in this category. The sample of contributors in this 


sector is rather too small to be deemed representative and there are 
remarkable variations in the experience of the different contributors 
in the sample. March was the first full period for which the trade of 
contributors might have been affected by the recent Hire Purchase 
Order. In view of the limited nature of the information available and 
the qualifications arising from the unrepresentative nature of the 
sample of multiple shops it is difficult to assess the full effects of the 
re-imposition of controls on the total sales of furniture and furnish- 
ings. From the material available it would appear that the sales of 
department stores and co-operative societies have been little affected; 
the upward trend in sales of independent retailers was still present 
though less strong than in previous months; and multiple shops 
have possibly suffered some decline in total sales. 


In the sub-categories, which are reported only by some large 
scale retailers, sales of furniture and bedding in March were a little 
greater than in February 1955 though the increase as compared with 
a year ago was appreciably smaller than in past months. Sales of 
floor coverings had a somewhat similar experience. 

Sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods by all types of re- 
tailer continued at a substantially higher level than a year ago. In 
the sub-category radio and electrical goods, which is shown only 
for department stores and independent retailers, striking increases 
as compared with a year ago continue to be recorded. 

Stocks of furniture and furnishings —- reported only by some large 
scale retailers — fell during the month and were at the end of the 
month some 14 per cent. above last year’s level. A fall in stocks of 
hardware, radio and electrical goods brought end-March stocks to a 
level some 19 per cent. above those at the end of March 1954 in 
contrast to the much higher increases of 42 per cent. for the 1954- 
1955 comparison shown at the end of February and at the end of 
January. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


All types of retailer reported substantial increases in the sales of 
chemists’ goods in March as compared with a year ago. In past years 
there has usually been a decrease in sales of chemists’ goods between 
February and March but in 1955 large scale retailers recorded a 
substantial increase between the two months. In most of the other 
categories good results, as compared with a year ago, were recorded. 


Food and Perishables 


Sales of food and perishables are reported only by large scale 
retailers. The increase in the value of sales as compared with a year 
ago — some 7 per cent. — is probably to be accounted for, in part, by 
higher prices. 

Department stores’ sales continued to show the largest increase 
with good results in groceries. Multiple shops recorded an increase 
of 9 per cent. followed by co-operative societies with a 5 per cent. 
increase as compared with March 1954. 


In the sub-categories increases were generally reported. 


Changes in Presentation of Figures for Areas 


In the final table of this article separate figures for the three areas 
North East, North West and Midlands are not given and in their 
place figures are given for the combination of these areas. As was 
stated in the Board of Trade Journal on March 12, 1955, large scale 
retailers are, as part of the revision of the retail trade statistics, re- 
porting for a more detailed set of areas based on the standard regions 
in preparation for a change over from the present areas to these new 
areas. Until this change over is made there will be some estimation 
involved in making the figures reported for the new areas comparable 
with the existing areas. This estimation affects particularly the three 
areas named above and while it was hoped that the estimated figures 
for each area separately would be a fairly satisfactory guide to the 
sales in each area further investigation has indicated that certain of 
the figures are not sufficiently reliable. These three areas have in 
consequence been combined. 


Reliability of Figures 
The Board of Trade are at the moment engaged in improving and 
extending the coverage of these monthly statistics of retail trade 
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partly by the recruitment of more contributors and partly by pre- 
paring to introduce a sounder method of using the figures reported. 
These intended improvements are not reflected in the present article 
except for the inclusion, wherever possible, of a number of new 
contributors. The present figures are therefore subject to qualifications 
as to their reliability arising both from the lack of balance in the sample 
of contributors and the absence of a proper system of weighting 
together the results for the different types of traders, to which attention 
has been drawn in previous articles. This is particularly unfortunate 
at the present time. In previous years the lack of balance in the sample 
has probably been concealed by the more uniform experience of 
different traders; in recent months, however, conditions of trading 
have been freer and an increasing divergence in the results of different 
retailers has been apparent. In consequence some of the figures 
given where the sample is not satisfactory — though reflecting the 
experience of the contributors in the sample — are nevertheless not 
necessarily a good guide to trade generally. This applies particularly 
to the figures for areas as in some of these and for some categories 
of goods the sample is small in number. 


Notes and Definitions 


(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten

Consequently the movements in business reported 
for Great Britain by the whole sample of large retailers may differ 
from the average of the movements in the areas even when due 
weight is given to the amount of business done in each area.

‘THE BASIC materials index declined by 1-1 per cent. between March 
and April, mainly on account of the fall of 6-6 per cent. in copper 
prices. Among other materials which fell in price in April were raw 
wool (down 1-1 per cent.), raw cotton (down 2-1 per cent.), raw jute 
(down 5-2 per cent.) and tungsten ore (down 10-6 per cent.). Only 
slightly offsetting these decreases were increases in the prices of raw 
rubber (up 1-0 per cent.), home-grown hardwood (up 1-8 per cent.) 
and a few other less important materials. 


The indices for materials used in the mechanical engineering and 
electrical machinery industries fell by 0-4 and 1-3 per cent. respectively, 
between March and April, the decline in both cases being primarily 
due to lower prices for copper and brass items. 


The indices for building and civil engineering and for house- 
building materials continued their upward movement in April with 
increases of 0-5 and 0-8 per cent. respectively, due mainly to higher 
prices for joinery, sand and ballast and roofing slates. 


The further substantial decrease of 1-5 per cent. in the index for 
materials used in the textile industries, in April, was chiefly due to 
lower prices for raw cotton and raw wool. 


The provisional April index number for all manufactured products 
(other than fuel, food and tobacco) was 1:2 per cent. higher than 
that for December 1954; the index thus showed as great a rise in the 
first four months of 1955 as it had over the whole of 1954. Movements 
in this index over a period are, of course, related primarily to changes 
in material and labour costs, although in the short term the relation- 
ship is not necessarily a simple or direct one. In connection with 
this recent rise, it is, accordingly, interesting to note that the Board 
of Trade and Ministry of Labour indices for basic material prices and 
weekly wage rates, after rising by approximately 1 and 14 per cent., 
respectively, in the second half of 1954, have since risen further. 
The former index, despite its decline in March and April, rose by 
2 per cent. between December 1954 and April 1955, while the latter 
rose by as much as 3} per cent. between December and March

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949=100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only. Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for commodities no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below. 


3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 

4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products trans- 
ferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. Similarly, 
in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities produced by 
United Kingdom industries, products transferred between firms 
within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports are included 
where these are available. 


5. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ ‘ex-works’ 


prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in which 
case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of purchase 
tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the producer. 

6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 

7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 1953. 

8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Yournal on June 16, 1951. Details of 
the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for the electrical 
machinery and mechanical engineering industries and building and 
civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 
16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, respectively. Summary 
details of weights used in constructing the index for all manufactured 
products, other than fuel, food and tobacco appeared on February 19, 
1955. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of Trade 
Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used in the 
construction of any of the other indices; where it is possible to issue 
these, however, they may be obtained on application to the Director 
of Statistics, Board of Trade, at the address below.

consumption of merinos was 5 per cent. less, and that of crossbreds 
8 per cent. more; slightly less tops were consumed than in March, 
1954, most of the reduction being in merinos. 

Rather less worsted yarn was delivered than in February and 3 
per cent. less than a year earlier. There was no change compared with 
February in the rate of delivery of hosiery yarns, which remained 
about one-tenth less than a year earlier. Carpet and rug yarn deliveries 
were 4 per cent. below the level for February but showed no change 
from a year earlier. Deliveries of ‘other weaving’ yarns were 3 per 
cent. less than in the previous month, and 10 per cent. less than a 
year ago. Hand-knitting yarn deliveries showed a further rise, and 
were in March about 60 per cent. greater than in March, 1954. 

Deliveries of woven fabrics (except blankets) were 5 per cent. less 
than in February, the fall being more or less equally divided between 
woollens and worsteds; compared with a year earlier there was an 
increase of 4 per cent., most of which was in worsteds. Blanket 
deliveries showed virtually no change from February, but compared 
with a year earlier they had risen by 29 per cent. 


Exports in the First Quarter of 1955 


The value of exports by the industry in the first quarter of 1955 
was 11 per cent. more than in the previous quarter and slightly more 
than in the first quarter of 1954. Small changes in the composition 
of some of the items shown in the table are explained in the footnotes. 
In particular the separate figures for woollen and worsted fabrics 
include cut lengths since the beginning of 1955 only; the effect is 
probably to increase the total of the two figures for the first quarter 
of this year by about 24 per cent. 

Increases of nearly one-third in the quantity of tops exported to 
the three most important markets, Canada, India and China, were 
responsible for most of the total increase of 19 per cent. compared 
with the final quarter of 1954, and more than accounted for the 
increase over the first quarter of last year of 15 per cent. Compared

with the first quarter of 1954, exports to Canada increased by more 
than two-thirds and to China nearly three times. Exports to Pakistan 
and Finland also showed substantial increases. 

Exports of woollen yarns were about one-tenth less either than in 
the previous quarter, or in the first quarter of 1954. There were 
increases in exports to South Africa and New Zealand, but exports 
to the Irish Republic, which nevertheless remained the largest single 
market, fell off by 6 per cent., and there was a fairly general decrease.

frequently between 40 and 60 per cent., in exports to a number of 
other European and Commonwealth countries. 

Exports of worsted yarns were rather less than in the previous 
quarter, and 6 per cent. less than in the first quarter of last year. 
Western Germany took nearly a quarter of the total; this was about 
20 per cent. less than in the final quarter but rather more than in the 
first quarter of 1954. The next largest market was South Africa; 
exports to that country, although substantially less than a year earlier, 
recovered to a level 50 per cent. above that of the fourth quarter and 
15 per cent. above that of the year 1954. Substantial increases were 
also recorded in exports to New Zealand, Canada, the Irish Republic 
and Hong Kong, but exports to other foreign countries were mostly 
less either than in the previous quarter or a year earlier. 

Total exports of woven woollen and worsted fabrics increased by 
wh nn cent. compared either with the final quarter or the first quarter 
of 1954. 


Woollen fabrics showed the larger increase compared with a year 
earlier, but a smaller increase compared with the previous quarter. 
More than half the increase in exports of woollen fabrics compared 
with the previous quarter was due to exports to Western Germany, 
which were little short of doubled, but exports to Canada, the United 
States and South Africa, the three most important markets, all 
increased moderately compared with the last quarter, and exports 
to the United States were two-thirds greater than in the first quarter 
of 1954. Exports to Australia and New Zealand were less than in the 
previous quarter, but substantially greater than a year previously. 

The increase of over one-fifth in exports of worsted fabrics compared 
with the final quarter of 1954 was spread over a number of countries. 
Exports to Canada, again the largest market, were up by a quarter, 
but a quarter less than in the corresponding period of last year; 
exports to New Zealand, Germany, Sweden and Denmark, however, 
all showed substantial increases on either comparison. Exports to 
the United States showed little change since the last quarter but were 
6 per cent. greater than a year earlier.

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Shipping Movement at United Kingdom Ports 
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Fall in Departures with Cargo in First Quarter 


THE TOTAL NET TONNAGE of shipping entering United Kingdom 
ports with cargo in the foreign trade in the first quarter of this year 
(18-2 million) was 3 per cent. higher than in the fourth quarter of 
last year and 11 per cent. higher than in the first quarter. Compared 
with the first quarter of last year the tonnage of Commonwealth 
vessels had increased by 8 per cent. and that of foreign vessels by 
15 per cent. The total tonnage of clearances with cargo (11-7 million) 
was, however, 4 per cent. lower than in the previous quarter and slightly 
lower than in the first quarter of 1954. ‘The decline compared with 
the corresponding period of 1954 was accounted for by Common- 
wealth vessels, the tonnage of which was 4 per cent. lower: the tonnage 
of foreign vessels was 2 per cent. higher. 


Vessels in Ballast 


The net tonnage of vessels entering in ballast was slightly lower 
than in the previous quarter but 7 per cent. higher than in the first 
quarter of last year. Clearances in ballast were 7 per cent. higher 


than in the previous quarter and 22 per cent. higher than in the 
corresponding period last year. 


Vessels with Cargo 


Nationalities of Vessels 


With the exception of Yugoslav and Italian vessels, entrances with 
cargo of each of the nationalities shown separately in table 3 recorded 
increases over the first quarter of 1954. Particularly large increases 
were recorded by Danish (24 per cent.), French (20 per cent.) and 
Panamanian (20 per cent.) vessels. Clearances with cargo of most 
nationalities were higher than in the first quarter of 1954. In particular, 
clearances of Danish vessels were 19 per cent. higher and those of 
United States vessels were 11 per cent. higher. Clearances of Swedish 
vessels, however, were 19 per cent. lower and those of Dutch vessels 
4 per cent. lower.

Entrances with cargo from most of the trading areas were higher 
than in the first quarter of last year. Entrances from the Northern 
Europe (foreign) area, which accounts for about a quarter of the total, 
and were 24 per cent. higher, and those from the North American 
(Atlantic Coast) area (25 per cent. higher), accounted for a substantial 
part of the increase. Although total clearances with cargo were 
slightly lower, those to the Northern Europe (foreign) area (about a 
third of the total) were 4 per cent. higher, and those to Australasia 
13 per cent. higher. 


Arrivals and departures at Principal Ports 

Total arrivals with cargo in the foreign trade were 8 per cent. 
higher than in the first quarter of 1954. Arrivals at London (about a 
quarter of the total) were 13 per cent. higher and those at Liverpool 
8 per cent. higher. Arrivals at Southampton were almost unchanged. 
Total departures were 3 per cent. lower and with the exception of 
Southampton, which showed a small increase, departures at most of 
the larger ports were lower.

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Trade of Wholesale Textile Houses in March 


THE Sages of wholesale textile houses in March 1955 showed their 
customary seasonal rise over February’s level but were a little below 
sales in March 1954; as a result the gain over last year’s trade shown 
in the January figures has now disappeared and cumulative sales for 
the first three months of this year are about the same as for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1954. The value of stocks changed little over the 
month — again following the seasonal pattern — and stocks at the end 
of March were about 3 per cent. below those at the end of March 1954. 


In sales of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear the customary 
seasonal increase was somewhat less marked than in previous years 
and compared with a year ago March sales showed a decline of some 
4 per cent. This unfavourable result was due to decreases in nearly all 
sectors, especially marked in sales of coats, costumes, raincoats, etc., 
but once again sales of knitted outerwear, etc., were especially buoyant. 
In this category sales for the first quarter of 1955 were about a sixth 
greater than for the corresponding period of 1954. 


Stocks of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear fell slightly over the 
month and were, at the end of the month, well below last year’s level. 


Sales of men’s and boys’ wear were a little more encouraging being 
just above last year’s level but the decline in stocks as compared with a 
year ago-— noted for the first time in regard to February trade - 
continued. 


Sales of piece-goods failed to show the seasonal increase between 
February and March which has been recorded in recent years, indicat- 
ing ‘a possible sharpening of their downward trend, 


In the other categories sales were at much the same levels as in 
March, 1954.

Publications Received 
New Map shows area served by Towns and Cities 


An analysis of bus services has provided the basis for a new official 
map showing how far each town and city of Great Britain serves as a 
centre for the surrounding areas. 

The map, which is the latest edition to the series of “Ten Mile’ 
Planning maps (on the scale of 1/625,000) sponsored by the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government and the Department of Health 
for Scotland, throws light on many little known town and country 
relationships. 

It shows the areas or ‘hinterlands’ whose populations look to some 
particular town as their local shopping or market centre. In essence, 
the map shows areas of social and economic interdependence. 

The map reveals that the population and extent of the hinterlands 
is not always dependent upon the size of the towns serving them. 
Small, but old established, market towns in essentially rural areas 
are often shown to have an influence out of all proportion to their 
small size; on the other hand, many purely industrial towns exert 
little influence on any surrounding territory. 

The map is available from the usual Ordnance Survey agents in 
two sheets (Sheet 1, Scotland and Northern England; sheet 2, the 
remainder of England and Wales), price 5s. per sheet. 


Swiss Foreign and Home Trade Directory 


‘Kompass,’ as it is commonly called, is bigger and better than ever 
in its fifth edition, explicitly named ‘Swiss Foreign and Home Trade 
Directory.’ It runs to 1,360 large pages crammed with information, 
but is so produced as to make reference to it or market research in 
it relatively quick and easy. The 12,000 firms of which particulars 
are given include manufacturers, wholesale merchants, banks, trans- 
port firms, trustees, patent agents, insurance companies, and so on 
(but no retailers). The published details include indications of their 
import or export business, if any. Another list of nearly 15,000 
commodities is printed with a convenient system of charts to show 
which firms supply them. An illustrated register of trade marks 
covers 47 pages. Much of the information is given, where necessary, 
in three languages, including English.

3, Zurich 6, Switzer- 
land. 


Handbooks on Metal 

The ‘Metal Industry Handbook and Directory, 1955’ is published 
by The Louis Cassier Company Ltd., Dorset House, Stamford 
Street, London, S.E.1, at 15s. (by post 15s. 8d.), but goes free to 
Metal Industry's regular subscribers. In this 44th year of its publica- 
tion the Handbook has 472 pages. It is offered as a standard work of 
reference and information for all engaged in or associated with the 
non-ferrous metal industries. Two new features this year are Standard 
Classifications of Non-ferrous Scrap and a list of trade names. 

‘Quin’s Metal Handbook’ (1954 edition) contains over 700 pages 
of facts and statistics relating to many countries’ prices, production, 
consumption, exports, imports, brands and stocks of ores, metals 
and scrap. Sections introduced for the first time include approximate 
analyses of representative brands of lead and zinc, daily prices of all 
metals dealt in on the London Metal Exchange with comparative 
prices in the United States for a full year, daily price changes of gold 
and silver, yearly and monthly average price of all main non-ferrous 
and precious metals in Germany, and Belgian copper price changes.

Iron and Steel in Latin America 

‘A Study of the Iron and Steel Industry in Latin America’ is the 
report of an Expert Working Group sponsored jointly by the United 
Nations Economic Commission for Latin America and the Technical 
Assistance Administration. Volume I, now available, contains the 
findings of the Working Group’s meeting at Bogota and the secretariat 
studies. 

The report deals generally with the domestic production and 
consumption of steel in Latin America, and concentrates more 
particularly on six countries - Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, 
Cuba and Mexico. Of these, the Argentine bought well over half 
of the £7°5 million worth of iron and steel exported from Britain in 
1954 to the seven Latin American States for which figures are given 
in the Trade and Navigation Accounts of the United Kingdom. 
(Venezuela came second, taking £2,112,000 worth.) These facts are 
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immediately relevant, because the report under notice makes the 
point that in Latin American countries generally current steel 
consumption is ‘significantly’ lower than their requirements, and that 
for 25 years their imports of iron and steel have borne a ‘remarkably 
close correlation’ with their total import capacity.

Work Study

Venezuela as Britain’s Best Customer 
in Latin America

ARTICLES in the Board of Trade Journal — e.g. of October 24, 1953, 
and December 11, 1954— have told in part the impressive story of 
Venezuela’s recent and still increasing prosperity. The record is 
now greatly amplified, and its implications for United Kingdom trade 
are underlined, in an Economic Survey by the Commercial Secretary 
to the British Embassy at Caracas (H.M. Stationery Office, price 
3s. 6d.; by post, 3s. 9d.). 

Venezuela is a Federal Republic reaching south almost to the 
Equator from 1,750 miles of Caribbean coastline. In area the country 
is four times the size of Britain: her population, now about 5,600,000, 
has so accelerated its increase with her growing wealth that it is going 
up by all but 3 per cent. a year. 

Thirty years ago Venezuela’s staple exports were cocoa, coffee 
and cattle. Today, oil accounts for 98 per cent. of her annual earnings. 
Venezuela is ‘the largest exporter and second largest producer of oil 
in the world, with ample known reserves for future production,’ says 
the Survey; but besides describing this industry’s remarkable expan- 
sion, the writer gives the Venezuelan Government due credit for their 
practical recognition of the dangers and difficulties inherent in reliance 
on oil alone. They have a slogan, ‘Sow the oil,’ by which they mean 
the investment of its earnings in the expansion of secondary industry, 
of electric power, and of the roads, railways, waterways and other 





communications that have been notably deficient hitherto. They 
encourage, with exemption from Customs duties, imports of the 
most up-to-date capital and industrial equipment. They are exploiting 
the vast deposits of iron ore that have been found only in recent 
years. A considerable section of the Survey reviews the efforts made, 
with more or less success, to stimulate the local manufacture of a 
large diversity of consumer goods, particularly textiles. 


Trade with United Kingdom 


‘It is, however, thanks to the oil industry and the wealth accruing 
therefrom,’ says the Survey, ‘that the country’s foreign trade is 
unfettered and has developed at the astonishing rate it has. In 1953, 
for example, Venezuela imported more goods from the United King- 
dom than any other Latin American country.’ By then her total imports 
from all sources had trebled their value in eight years. The United 
Kingdom’s share of them was no more than 7°5 per cent., but at this 
figure it was second only to the United States’ 66-5 per cent. and the 
Survey notices that Venezuelan importers are now increasing their 
interest in European sources of supply. Moreover, though Venezuela 
has a generously favourable balance of trade with the world as a whole, 
she buys from us in Britain much more than she sells us. The Trade 
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and Navigation Accounts of the United Kingdom give these figures:

Of Venezuela’s imports, the Survey says: ‘Requirements are mani- 
fold, but perhaps the line to which greatest attention should be given 
is in the supply of capital equipment in general and for electrification 
and transport materials in particular, For many years to come 
Venezuela will need large supplies of goods and equipment in order 
to equip herself industrially, improve her communications, and lay 
down sources of power, at a time when her income from oil is large 
and assured.’ 


Goods in Demand 


The following is a severely condensed digest of the Survey’s notes 
on the principal commodities for which Venezuela offers a market 
to United Kingdom exporters. 


Agricultural Equipment. Now that Government policy is to 
settle immigrants on small parcels of land there will be an increasing 
demand for the lighter types of tractors, with their implements, which 
are produced in the United Kingdom. There is good reason to suppose 
that United Kingdom-Venezuelan trade in agricultural machinery 
and implements will increase considerably. 


Aircraft and Spares. “Thanks to redoubled efforts both by United 
Kingdom firms and their representatives in Venezuela, great progress 
has been made and there is promise of even greater progress in the 
near future. The major Venezuelan aircraft operators are in need 
of replacements for aircraft of various types, and provided that the 
efforts of United Kingdom industry continue there is no reason why 
many aircraft should not be supplied both for civil and military 
purposes.’ 

Chemicals. Supplies of industrial chemicals from the United 
Kingdom could and should be bigger than they are. Of Venezuela’s 
pharmaceuticals, it is estimated that about 75 per cent. are imported. 
There is a growing demand for antibiotics, which are not yet home- 
produced. 


Electric Generating Equipment. This is a field of much promise 
in the near future. So far, the majority of the large contracts for the 
installation of generating equipment have gone to the United States; 
but there is now much greater interest, not only for reasons of price, 
in European generating equipment. Two recent power station con- 
tracts went to European firms, one French and one German. There 
is no reason why the United Kingdom should not have at least as 
great a share in the market. 


Foodstuffs and Beverages. Preserved foodstuffs and whisky are 
the only promising ‘lines’ for Britain. Sales of whisky were nearly 
doubled in 1950-53, and the United Kingdom supplied a fraction 
over 93 per cent. of them. 

Iron and Steel. The lower price of Benelux products has handi- 
capped British sales of constructional steel and rolled and re-rolled 
products, but the quality of United Kingdom manufactures gave 
them a substantial foothold in the market during 1953, especially 
with iron and steel ropes and cables, anchors and chains, nails, tubes 
and fittings, and cutlery. 

Minerals, Glass and Ceramics offer great possibilities. “There 
are opportunities for shipping refractory clays, china clays, crystal 
(manufactured and unmanufactured), all types of mineral products, 
glass in a variety of forms such as plate, sheet and refractory glass, 
and glass for construction purposes, and it should not prove very 
difficult to obtain a major share of the market. There is a tendency 
for purchases to be made increasingly from Europe and the quality 
of the products of United Kingdom industry is well known.’ 

Motor Vehicles. The United Kingdom has made excellent 
progress during the last two or three years. The roads of the Republic 
are such that the family car for long-distance travel must of necessity 
be a large one and renewable at frequent intervals; the income of 
the average metropolitan family is such that it enables families to 
have a big car for the head of the family and a small one for the rest 
of the family. The rapid improvement of road communications will 
also do much to help sales. But United Kingdom manufacturing 
groups must be willing to grant generous payment terms and they must 
ensure that their Venezuelan representatives carry the stock of spares 
essential for the maintenance of those cars which are exported to 
Venezuela. Styling and colour are also of very great importance. 


Exports to Venezuela 
Imports from Venezuela 
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With heavier vehicles progress is rather more difficult; the United 
States, and to a lesser degree Italy, are firmly entrenched. Only with 
an all-out effort can United Kingdom manufacturers of buses and 
lorries expect to obtain a substantial foothold in this market, and to 
do so they must consider especially the problem of servicing and 
providing spares to vehicles which travel great distances in the interior. 
This does not, of course, apply to urban bus services. 

The assembly of cars and commercial vehicles from partly ‘knocked 
down’ imported components is an important local industry. 


Textiles and Textile Manufactures. British makers have set 
the approved standard of quality, but must expect increasing competi- 
tion from the domestic industry except, perhaps, in linen and other 
high-quality piece-goods, which are subject to much lower protective 
tariffs than the low-quality goods. The Survey recommends attention 
to the large demand for narrow laces, curtains and bedspreads of 
cotton. 


Timber, Paper and Cardboard. “There is a market in Venezuela 
for all types of paper, cardboard, raw materials for their manufacture, 
and stationery, and if prices and deliveries are competitive United 
Kingdom industry should be able to obtain a larger share of the market 
than has been achieved up to the present.’ 


Co-operation with Ministries 

In a chapter on ‘Organs of Government’ the Survey draws attention 
to those Departments and Agencies of the Venezuelan Administration 
whose functions are of special interest to United Kingdom business- 
men, 


The Ministry of Public Works is an obvious case in point. It has 
large spending power and is concerned with many big development 
projects. Its Department of Administration is responsible for the 
purchase of materials, and it has separate Departments for Roads, 
for Ports and Airports, for Building and Industrial Installations, and 
for Irrigation. 

The Ministry of Development takes care of the general planning 
and co-ordination of the economic development of commerce, agri- 
culture and industry. It is responsible also, in large measure, for the 
Venezuelan Development Corporation, which plays a part of first 
importance in ‘Sow the oil’ programmes for the increase of agricultural 
and industrial output. At the time of writing, the Corporation’s 
budget provided for expenditure on, among other things, agricultural 
machinery, breeding of dairy cattle, building of wells and pools; 
construction of houses, buildings and roads in agricultural colonies; 
building of fishing ports and installations and provision of fishing 
vessels; factories for cement, bricks, lime, chlorine, fertilizers, steel, 
bottles, textiles and sugar; building of electric power stations; and 
study of mining and industrial development. 


Representation 


Under the heading ‘Representation of United Kingdom Firms’ the 
Survey says: 

‘Great care must be taken over the question of agents and representatives. 
The personal touch and personal contacts are all-important in Venezuela, 
as are good connections in the interior of the country and, above all, the 
desire to work hard — a very necessary quality in this buyer’s market. More- 
over, an agent must, of course, be in a position to safeguard the financial 
interests of his principals and the principals, in turn, should be willing to 
support their agent by supplying goods strictly to sample or as ordered, by 
ensuring that deliveries are in accordance with undertakings, by assisting 
the agent in publicity and the supply of advertising material, and, finally, by 
understanding the problems inherent in a high-cost economy. Caracas 
business men maintain that too little attention has been paid to these matters 
in the past, that too many catalogues supplied by United Kingdom industry 
are printed in English, that quotations are often in pounds sterling per ton, 
and, in general, that very little has been done to accommodate the wishes 
of this rapidly expanding market. 

‘Visits by members or executives of United’ Kingdom firms are also of 
major importance, and in many cases essential. One cannot trade with 
Venezuela by post, and a visitor from the,United Kingdom with an agreeable 
personality and, where possible, a knowledge of Spanish can change the 
prospects of a United Kingdom firm overnight. Here again the importance 
of the personal touch must never be forgotten.’ 


The Survey adds that the protection of trade marks and copyrights 
must be borne in mind. Wherever there is a registered trade mark 
for any product, it should be registered with the Venezuelan Ministry 
of Finance so that there can be no falsification or imitation by a 
local industry. In point of fact, the question of trade mark piracy 
has never been a serious one in Venezuela, but it is as well to protect 
the rights of trade marks before trouble arises.

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Venezuela (Continued) 


Venezuela has a Commercial Code (Codigo de Comercio) that deals 
with many matters of interest to British firms contemplating establish- 
ing branches or subsidiaries in Venezuela. It admits three kinds of 
commercial companies, and there are also special regulations relating 
to co-operative societies and to foreign companies carrying on business 
in Venezuela. The three types of companies are: 

(i) The Company in Collective Name (Compania en Nombre 
Colectivo), for whose liabilities the partners are jointly res- 
ponsible up to the full extent of their possessions. 

(ii) The Company in Commendam (Compania en Comandita), the 
capital of which may or may not be divided into shares: in 
the case of this kind of company, unlimited liability is confined 
to one or more of the ‘full partners’ called ‘socios solidarios’ ; 
the remaining partner, partners or shareholders are known as 
the ‘silent partners’ or ‘socios comanditarios.’ 

(iii) The Joint Stock Company (Compania Anonima) with capital 
in the form of shares and liability limited to the amount of 
the share capital. 

Venezuelan law makes no distinction between holding and operating 
companies. Nor is any distinction made between Venezuelans and 
foreigners with regard to ownership of stock, tenure of directorships 
or managerial posts, except that the Civil Aviation Law limits foreign 
ownership of air transport companies to 45 per cent. of the total 
subscribed capital. Firms constituted abroad which carry on their 
main business in Venezuela are considered to be Venezuelan companies, 
while foreign firms which merely maintain branches in Venezuela 
and have their main sphere of operation elsewhere are not treated as 
Venezuelan, but are considered to be domiciled in the country and 
are subject to the same regulations as Venezuelan companies of the 
same kind. Companies with shares are obliged to publish their 
articles of association and other details required by law in a local 
newspaper. Such companies must have a representative in Venezuela 
with full powers. Foreign firms may appear as plaintiffs or defendants 
presenting in civil matters a bond for the result of the claim. This 
bond is not necessary for commercial claims. 


The Survey adds notes on the most important of the rules governing 
the incorporation and management of Venezuelan companies; and it 
summarizes very adequately the other national laws and regulations — 
e.g. on Customs Tariffs, income-tax, labour — that directly or indirectly 
concern foreign businessmen. 


Import and Sale of Watches 
in Egypt 


THE EGYPTIAN Ministry of Commerce and Industry has recently 

made an Order (No. 139 of 1955) concerning the import and sale of 

watches, annulling Order No. 250 of 1954 about which a notice was

Under the new Order, markings showing the country of manu- 
facture and the trade mark (if any) of the manufacturer (as prescribed 
in a decree dated April 17, 1954, about which a notice was published 
on page 1298 of the Board of Trade Journal on June 12, 1954), must 
now be clearly engraved on watch movements and cases and be shown 
on the dials using a clearly visible colouring matter. 

This Order came into force on March 14, 1955. Any traders 
holding stocks of watches or having consignments of watches uncleared 
through customs or in course of transit to them which do not comply 
with the provisions of this Order, must affix a label to each watch 
bearing the required markings written in indelible colour and in 
readable characters, before offering them for sale or removing them 
from customs.

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In-Bond Store at Belize Airport 


AN ‘IN-BOND’ STORE has been established at Stanley Airport, 
Belize, British Honduras, in which samples may be stored in transit 
without payment of duty. It will increase the importance of Belize 
as a centre for the distribution of samples by air through Central 
America. 


The procedure has been kept as simple as possible. The traveller 
should produce his samples to the Customs Officer at the Airport, 
together with a list in duplicate. After checking the samples against 
the list the Customs Officer will deposit them in the ‘in-bond’ store, 
retain one copy of the list, and acknowledge receipt on the duplicate 
copy, which will be returned to the traveller. 


Appointments may be made with the Customs Officer for samples to 
be withdrawn (in whole or in part) as and when necessary. If samples 
are withdrawn in part, a list of those to be selected should be handed 
to the Customs Officer for record. No fees or duties are payable.

Austria and West Germany 


A PROTOCOL to the Austro-German Trade Agreement of May 
13, 1954 (see the Board of Trade Journal of May 29, 1954, page 1180), 
was signed in Vienna on March 25. 

The lists of non-liberalized goods to be exchanged are valid for 
the year 1955 and thereafter for annual periods, unless sixty days’ 
notice of termination is given. 

Austrian exports to Western Germany of goods on quota are to 
include cattle, iron, steel, sheet and metal goods, paper and paper 
products, chemical products, rubber and asbestos products, textiles, 
(raw materials and finished goods), various agricultural products 
(including wines) and miscellaneous goods. 

Western Germany’s exports to Austria in the non-liberalized 
sector are to include coal, iron and steel and products thereof, agricul- 
tural products, machinery, vehicles, electrical goods, chemicals, 
textiles, rubber products and miscellaneous goods.

West Germany and Czechoslovakia 


A PROTOCOL regulating the trade between Western Germany and 
Czechoslovakia in the calendar year 1955 was signed in Bonn on 
March 21, and published in the German Federal Gazette on April 14, 
1955. 

Czech exports amounting to $24 million are envisaged, mainly coal 
($4-5 million), tirnber ($2°48 million), stones and earths ($2-12 
million), chemicals ($2 million) and eggs ($2 million). German exports 
are to total $22 million, of which $8 million are earmarked for the 
use of transport facilities in the Federal Republic, $3 million for 
non-ferrous metals, $2 million for iron and steel products, $2 million 
for machinery and $2 million for chemicals. The difference of $2 
million is to be applied to reducing the Czechoslovakian debt on the 
clearing account.

Italy and Yugoslavia 


TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENTS between Italy and Yugo- 
slavia were signed in Rome on March 31. The Agreements, which 
are subject to ratification, will be valid for one year and may be 
extended from year to year unless either party gives three months’ 
notice of denunciation. 

Under the Agreements both countries have agreed to encourage 
and facilitate reciprocal exchanges taking into account the current 
traditional trade. The Italian Government will allow free import of 
all Yugoslavian products with a few exceptions for which quotas — 
of which the principal are for oxen, draught horses, pigs, tanned 
hides, cast iron, coal, cement and refractories — have been established.

HER MAJESTY’S Representative in Beirut has reported the signature 
at Beirut on March 25 of a Trade and Economic Co-operation Agree- 
ment between France and Lebanon. 

The Agreement, which comes into force five days after the deposit 
in Paris of the Lebanese instrument of ratification, is to remain in 
force for one year and is automatically renewable. In trade matters 
it provides, with certain exceptions, for the mutual grant of most- 
favoured-nation treatment. 

Under the Agreement the French Government undertakes to assist 
in the provision of up to 5 years credit to Lebanese buyers of French 
equipment to the extent of 5 milliards of French francs. 

The French Government will also examine liberally, within the 
scope of their regulations, requests by French firms to transfer 
capital and equipment to Lebanon, especially in connection with 
projects recommended by the Economic Co-operation Commission 
which is to be set up under the Agreement.

Amendments to Budget Proposals 


IN THE Board of Trade Journal of March 19, details were given of 
India’s Budget proposals affecting Customs and Excise duties. The 
United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Delhi has now forwarded 
a copy of the Finance Bill as amended. The earlier notice should, 
therefore, be modified as follows:

Under S.R.O. 750 of April 9, the Government of India has directed 
that drawback should be allowed on duty-paid foreign materials 
used in the manufacture of electric fans, when they are manufactured 
in, and exported from India or shipped as stores on board a ship 
proceeding to a foreign port. 

The Customs Duties Drawback (Electric Fans) Rules, 1955, 
published under S.R.O. 751 of the same date, provide for payment of 
drawback at the rate of seven-eighths of the average amount of duty 
paid on all or any of the imported materials used. (‘Imported materials’ 
means — *Electric winding wires, nichrome resistance wires, con- 
densers, leatheroid paper, empire cloth, empire sleevings, fibre sheet, 
Parker Kalon type ‘U’ drive screws, self-oiling bush bearing and 
mild steel steam pipe.)
